A. There can be no Difpure that the Corrupt 
Parts of Animals may produce thofe of a different 
Species. The various forts of Vermin that are 
produced in the Bodies both of Men and Beafts, 
are an undeniable Argument for the Poffibility of 
fuch like Spontaneous Productions. The method 
here mentioned for the producing of Bees is a very 
Ancient Invention. Vérgil in his Georgicks has 
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giver an Account of it, and fays, that the Author 
of this Curious and admirable Invention was A- 
riftew, who as Fujtin fays, was aKing of Arcedia, 
Famous for his great Skill in Agriculture, and the 
Girft that found ou: the Wife! of Bees; Honcy, Milk 
and Cheefe. One of tlie Ancferic 
culture has defcribed their Method of producing 
Beesthus. Build a Houle 10 Cubits high, and 10 
broad, and the other fides equal to one anocticr. 
Let there be one Woor, and 4 Windows, on each 
fide one. Bring an On into it Flefhy and Far, 2 
Years and a halt O.d, which Kill with Clubs, “and 
break his Bones in Pcices, but have a Cave of 
making him’ Bloody. tor a Bee is not bred of Blood, 
neither ftrike him too hard ar farft. Let his Eyes, 
Ears, Neftrils, Mouth and other Paffages for Bva- 
cuation be preiently ftopped, with tine clean Line 
nen dipped in Prch; then lay hun on his Back 
upon a great quaniry of Thyme, ard jet the Door 
and Windows be ftopped witty Ciay to thut our 
all Air and Wind.
